REPTILES KILL 26,385 PERSONS 
IN BRITISH INDIA IN ONE YEAR 


About 2,000 Deaths Caused by Wild 
Animals—Both Take Toll of 126,000 
Lives in Five Years. 

Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
SIMLA, India, Nov. 26.—More than ,- 
000 persons were killed by snakes and 
wild animals in British India last year. 
The Government reports show that 1923 
persons were slain by tigers and other 
beasts, and 26385 perished through be- 
ing bitten by reptiles, an increase over 
the previous year of 3700 deaths met in 
this manner. No figures are available 
for the native states, with their popu- 
„lation of some 90,000,000. 
In the last five years elephants, tigers 


and other animals have killed 9192 per- 


sons in British India and of these tigers 
have claimed a toll of 3688. In the same 
| period. 116,828 persona have died as the 
result of snake bites. 

In order to. effect the destruction of as 
many wild animals and snakes as pos- 
sible, the Government pays bounties. 
The number of animals destroyed in 
1915 was 25,086, including 1582 tigers, 6623 
leopards, 2775 bears and 2191 wolves. The 
total number of snakes killed was 184, 
prot . 


MORE PRINTED IN SWEDEN ON 
JACK LONDON THAN ON EMPEROR 


News of Both Deaths Received About 
the Same Time, but Papers Gave 
Author Preference. 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 16.—More space 
was given to Jack London by the 
Swedish papers than to Emperor 
Francis-Joseph, news of whose 
deaths was received at almost the 
same time. Long biographies, pro- 
fusely illustrated, were published by 
most of the papers, and genuine sor- 
row was displayed generally at Lon- 
don's death. 

No other contemporaneous Amer- 
ican author was as popular and wide- 
ly read in Sweden as Jack London, 
Twenty-four of his stories have ap- 
peared in translation since 1907, and 
sales have reached nearly 230,000. 

London once told his Swedish pub- 
Usher, according to the latter's 
statement, that, considering popula- 
tion, his books were* more widely 
read in Sweden than anywhere else. 


JAPAN'S CENSUS 77;289,596 


Empire With Possessions Increased 
1,670,835 in Year. 

TOKIO, Dec. 2%.—A_ total estimated 
population of 77,289,596 in Japan, Korea 
and Formosa and the Japanese half of 
Saghalien Island is announced officially. 
This shows an increase of 1,670,8% over 
the estimate a year ago. The increase 
for the last year in Japan proper was 
$51,848, or an average increase per 100 
inhabitants of 18 per cent, the same 
percentage of increase which has pre- 
valled for the four years. 

The population of Korea leaped from 
16,804,013 to 17,519,864, an increase of 715,- 
851, or 4.26 per cent.

YOUTH KILLED 
WHEN HE FLEES 


Companion of Harry Merkle 
Says They Were Distributing 
Christmas Presents at 5 A. M. 


CHASED INTO HOTEL 


Emil Bossch Arrested in Grill 
Room of the Jefferson; Pa- 
trolmen Fired 5 Shots. 


Harry Merkle, 18 years old, a stenog- 
rapher of 2101 Arsenal street, died at the 
city hospital yesterday afternon of 2 
wound he received when he was shot at 
by two policemen from whom he was 
running at 6 o’clock in the morning. 

Emil Bossch, 17, a dry goods clerk, of 


286A Indiana avenue, Merkle’s compan- 
lon at the time of the chase, was ar- 
rested. He says he and Merkle were 
distributing Christmas presents to 
friends when the policemen pursued 


them. Bossch ran into the Hotel Jef- } 


ferson and was found hiding under a 
table in the grill room. 

Merkle was found wounded on a 
freight platform of the Butler Bros. 
Building, near Eighteenth and Locust 
streets. 

Patrolmen Demumbrane and Sipp saw 
the two young men standing in front 
of Beverly Brown’s saloon, where there 
have been several killings and disturb- 
ances. According to the policemen’s re- 
port, Merkle and Bossch ran north on 
Thirteenth street as they approached, 
The report says the policemen did not 
open fire until they had given the 
young men four commands to halt. De- 
mumbrane fired one shot and Sipp four 
shots. 

Chase Leads Inte Hotel. 

After Merkle turned west on Locust | 
street the policemen. followed Bossch, 
who ran east to Twelfth street and into 
the Hotel Jefferson. 

Bossch said Merkle helped him deco- 
rate a Christmas tree at his home and 
the two then went to a picture show. 
From there they went to a garage at 
2807 Olive street, where Bossch’s fa- 
ther, Charles Bossch, is a night watch- 
man. They left the garage at 3:30 a. 
m., he said, and walked down Olive 
street to Thirteenth street and then 
turned south, intending to take a Mar- 
ket street car. He said they stopped 
for a moment at Chestnut street while 
he gave Merkle a cigarette, and the po- 
licemen opened fire on them. 

The police say that when Bossch was 
first arrested he denied that he knew 
Merkle, but changed this assertion later 
after Merkle at the city hospital hai 
told the name of his companion. 

Three silk handkerchiefs and a brass 
padlock were found in Bossch’s pocket 
and one silk handkerchief in Merkle’s. 
Bossch said the padlock was given to 
him by his father to take home and 
the handkerchiefs were the Christmas 
presents he and Merkle intended to dis- 
tribute. 


MOTION FOR NEW TRIAL FOR 
LEWIS BROTHERS IS DENIED 


New Lawyers Appear in Case, Hired 
by Sister of the Police- 
men’s Slayers. 


A motion for a new trial for Ora and 
Roy Joe Lewis, recently sentenced to 
death for killing Polloeman John Me- 
Kenna, was overruled today by Circuit 
Judge Grimm. Two new lawyers, Earle 
H. Amos and A. Samuel Bender, ap- 
peared to represent the Lewis brothers, 
stating that they had beer, employed by 
the Lewis's sister to supplant Martin 
Weiss, who represénted them at their 
trial. 

Bender asked to delay a ruling on the 
motion so that he could have time to go 


over the record. Judge Grimm stated 


that he would not grant the delay, but 
that the lawyers might have the privi- 
lege, at any time during the present 
term, of presenting facts to him, and 
that if they should cause him to change 
his mind, he would grant a new trial.

TIME UP TODAY FOR 
CARRANZA’S REPLY 


AS TO PROTOCOL 


Border Negotiations Likely to Be 
Called Off if He Is Not 
Heard From Favorably. 


NO HINT OF HIS ANSWER 


Nothing Had Been Received 
From Him by Commissioner 
Cabrera This Morning. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Unless Gen. 
Carranza returns a favorable answer 


today to the last communication made 
to his commissioners by the American 
representatives a week ago at Philadel- 
phia the negotiations will come to an 
end. 

The Mexican commissioners will meet 
at New York today, and if Carranza 
has sent to them his answer it is ex- 
pected Luis Cabrera, chairman of the 
Mexican delegation, will forward it im- 
mediately to Secretary Lane, chairman 
of the American section. 

When the joint Mexican-American 
commission reconvened at Philadelphia, 
Alberto J. Pani, the Mexican commis-. 
sioner, who had carried the protocol 
signed at Atlantic City to Queretaro for 
the ratification of Gen. Carranza, sub- 
mitted a counter proposal. It was in 
effect a rejection of the agreement en- 
tered into by the commissioners and the 
substitution of another protocol that 
had been drafted by the Mexican com- 
missioners at the direction of Carranza. 

Counter Protocol Rejected. 

The Americans replied in a written 
communication, saying that they could 
not consider the counter protocol, and 
insisting that the agreement already 
made must efther be ratified or defi- 
nitely repudiated. Some aspect of an 
ultimatum was gtRven to the communt-" 
cation by the insistence that an answer 
would be expected by Dec. 28. It was 
not specifically stated that failure to 
ratify the agreement would result in a 
final break in negotiations, but the in- 
timation that the Americans would not 
continue the debates which already 
have extended over three months was 
made clearly. 

Whether Carranza had ratified the 
agreement is unknown by the Amer- 
ican commissioners, or by the State 
Department. Cabrerar was in Wash- 
ington yesterday to spend Christmas 
with Ambassador-Designate Arre- 
dondo, and returned to New York last 
night to meet with Commissioners 
Pani and Bonillas. 

Did Not See Lane. 

He did not communicate with Sec- 
retary Lane while here, and at the 
embassy it was said this morning that 
when he left here no word as to Car- 
ranza’s action had been rceived. 

If Carranza’s answer should be 
communicated to Secretary Lane to- 
day and be of a character to make it 
evident continued debate on the sub- 
ject would be useless, a formal ex- 
change of notes by the chairmen of 
the commission probably would mark 
the finish of the work. 

In the event that Carranza should 
agree to the terms of the protocol as 
signed, it is expected that the ses- 
sion would be resumed one week from 
today, perhaps in Washington, al- 
though the Mexicans have expressed 
a desire for meeting in New York. 


Villa Protecting Foreigners in Tor. 
reon, Washington Hears. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. %.—Villa is giv- 
ing protection to those foreigners who 
remained in Torreon after he took the 
city, according to official advices to the 

State Department today. 

The Villa bands are said to have cut 
Carranza's communication by rail with 
the border. Army men take it as part 
of Villa's plan of campaign. They ex- 
pect Villa to send a force toward either 
Saltillo or Monterey, while the Cedillo 
brothers, operating further east, com- 
plete the division of North and South 
by interrupting traffic over the rallway 
between San Luis Potosi. and Tampico, 
the line over which a great part of the 
oil for the re troop trains is 
moved. 

Philip M. O'Keefe, 8 manager 
of a hotel in Mexico, was arrested a few 
days ago on the charge of seditious ac- 
tivities. The State Department has or- 
dered an investigation. 


Mexican Conferees Receive No Word 
From Carranza. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 2%.—The Mexican 
members of the joint commission had 
received no word from Gen. Carranza 
regarding the American communication 
up to 1:16 o’clock this afternoon, it was 
stated here by Luis Cabrera. 

Cabrera was in conference throughout 
the day with his associates, Commis- 
sioners Pani and Bonillas. He described 
the meeting as one at which they were 
“discussing important matters, but 
further than that he declined to say 
anything definite.

‘ATTACK AT VERDUN

„ 1 inquired of the battalion commander 
whom we visited in the village how 
many men this bombardment cost him 
and found the number to be amazingly 
low—not more than a dozen a day, he 
said. Some of the German shells weighed 
half a ton and several a quarter of a 
ton, so it is a conservative count of a 
dozen shelis to the ton. Hence, about 
600 tons of metal and high explosive had 
dropped on Vacherauville every day for 
a week, which means about 50 tons per 
every man killed or wounded—a fairly 
concrete example of the waste in wag- 
ing war by machinery. 

The Major with whom I discussed 
these statistics was a dapper chap, who 
had been living for a, week like an 
earthworm.’ Yet he was clean-shaven 
and wore spotiess linen. The only thing 
he really needed, he said, was cigarettes.

“About half a mile due south of us 
were the trenches from which the 
French assaulting waves started, and 50 
yards nearer was the shell battered line 
of the first German position.

Vacherauville was French 
again at 12 minutes past 10, and if it 
hadn't been for orders, we could have

BOSTON, Dec. 2%.—The presence 01 
this side of the Atlantic of a formidable 
fleet of allied warships was indicated 
definitely today. The vessels are known 
officially as commerce protectors. 


They are heavily armed and dis- 
guised. For obvious reasons their ex- 
act disposition is not revealed, but the 
arrival recently in American waters of 
this newest unit of the British and 
French Admiralties was made known 
from a source that hardly can be mis-

For some days skippers of transatlan- 
tic and coastwise steamers have been 
bringing to New England ports reports 
of strange-appearing craft that were 
making their way westward. 

They made no reply to signals und 
could not be approached.

The total stands more 
than one-third higher than the total of 
1913, hitherto the banner year. Statis- 
tics gathered by ‘the. Interstate’ Com- 
merce Commission, complete for nine 
months, and made the basis for calcula- |, 
tion, indicate that the total net income t 
from operations will be approximately 
$1, 098,000,000. 

Analysis of the returns for the first 
nine months show a remarkable in- 
crease from January to September, 
amounting to more than 67 per cent. 
Thus, net income in January of $64,915,- 
286 had mounted to $107,910,814 in Septem- 
ber, an increase of nearly $43,000,000, 

For the first nine months of the year, 
the commission's figures show, the rail- | 
roads collected $2,654,829.647 from all, 
sources of operation, the chief items of 
which were as follows: Freight, 61.878, 
019,990; passengers, $522,103,907; mails, $43,- 
348,609; express companies, $65,089,474: in- 
cidentals, $60,414,597; all other transporta- 
tion charges, $76,087,611. __ 

Expenses have not kept pace with the 
rapid rise in receipts, although they 
have measureably increased.

Dr. Vedder said the reason for 
this was that the kind of conversions 
made by Sunday did not change the con- 
verts’ attitude to their fellow men in 
the community, but produced a type of 
religion that dealt too much with the 
evil individual and not enough with the 
evil ‘environment. 


“I have been told on a very high au- 
thority, so that I believe it/is true, said 
the lecturer, ‘‘that the financing of Sun- 
day’ scampaigns and the building of his 
tabernacles in various cities has been by 
the captains of industry, with a purpose. 
Their idea in financing this religious de- 
bauch has been to draw attention away 
from low wages and wrong economic 
and industrial conditions and retard any 
popular impetus to the cause of social 
reform,”

Respondents are members of the St. 
Louis Board of Equalization and as such 
have the same general power of review- 
ing local assessments in the City of 
St. Louis as has county boards of equal- 
ization in their respective counties. 

It appears from the record that the 
Assessor of the City of St. Louls, as re- 
quired by Section 11,357, submitted to 
the State Board of Equalization an ab- 
stract of the taxable property in the 


cluding among other things corporate 
company’s bank stock,“ at a total valua- 
of property in the 
City of St. Louis of $65,788,690. The State 
Board having ved such abstracts 
and reporte, proceeded to equalize the 
assessmen 
State and fixed such valuation at 50 
per cent of the aggregate returned by 
the various assessors including that of 
the City of St. Louis. This assessment 
was certified by the State Auditor. to 
the City Assessor of St. Louis and the 
assessors of the counties, being dated 
April ist, 1916, and shows that the ag- 
gregate valuation of the stock in banks 
in the City of St. Louls was placed at 
$82,688,450.00, or 80 per cent of the ag- 
gregate returned by the City Assessor. 
This was the unifdrm per cent of the 

returned aggregates made by. the vari- 
ous assessors of the State. Thereafter 
respondents, as members of the City 
Board of Equalization, placed the ag- 
gregate assessment against such banks 
at $46,017,068, which was exactly 70 per 
cent of the original valuation certified 
to the State board by the City Assessor, 
or 2 per cent more than the valuation 
fixed by the State board.

that the principle of uniformity in tax- 
ation is intended to accomplish, and 
whatever tends to foil this incurs the 
law’s wrath. Discrimination, by what- 
ever means induced, whether by differ- 
ent rates on the same values or the 
Same rates on different values, seems 
within the inhibition’ The State being 
subdivided, practical administration and 
the necessities of the case require that 
different rates be charged in different 


subdivisions-in order-to meet different 


local needs and conditions, and constitu- 
tional and statutory provisions for such 
different local rates are. made. The 
principle of uniformity, however, re- 
quires that all property of the same 
class within the territorial limits of the 
authority levying the tax be taxed at 
the same rate. A State tax must be 
apportioned uniformly throughout the 
State; a county tax throughout the 
county, and a municipal .ax throughout 
the municipality. While provisions are 
made for different rates in different 
subdivisions and for local purposes, no 
provisions are to be found anywhere 
which authorize different standards or 
bases of valuation. It is evidently in- 
tended, that the difference in the various 
local conditions shall be cared for by a 
difference in the rate and not otherwise. 
Uniformity in Valuation. 

The law clearly and expressly re- 
quires that for the purpose of valua- 
tion all property in the State, regard- 
less of where situate, shall be dealt 
with in the same manner.

Power of Taxation Restricted. 

The power of taxation has heen jeal- 
ously hedged about and limited to the 
public needs; it rests upon necessity and 
is accordingly restricted. In the ab- 
sence of clear and express provisions we 

would not hold that any scheme of tax, 
ation, was intended or permitted to col- 
lect more than was necessary for the 
public good. The rate fixed by the peo- 
ple and the valuation determined by the 
State board on the property designated 
in section 11,357 decide the question of 
what is necessary. : 

This much is practically admitted by 
respondents through their concession 
that the State board alone can fix the 
minimum taxable value. Section 11414 
supra is of no aid to respondents, since 
the mere reading thereof discloses that 
it is applicable only to cases and times 
when the State board failed to act; nor 


— 


ly construed so as to authorize the 
local board to change and increase the 
Valuation fixed by the State board on 
banking corporations. This proviso was 
enacted at the same time that the origi- 
nal statute authorizing the State boar‘ 
to equalize property among the several 
counties was passed. At that time, as 
heretofore stated, the State board dealt 
only with one county’s assessment as 
compared with another county’s, and not 
with classes as it has since 1899. The 
county boards under the original and 
Fresent acts are authorized to equalize 
the value of each piece of property in 
their respective counties with other 
property so located. 

When the proviso in question is 
considered in the light.of all the 
laws relating to the subject and the 
purpose which they were intended to 
accomplish, we are of the opinion 
that it was but an admonition to the 
local boards that in equalizing one 
piece of property with another they 
should so proceed that the county's 
aggregate would not fall below the 
value fixed by the State Board of 
Equalization, and that it was not in- 
tended to apnly to the relations be- 
tween the State ard local boards.

HAT great hinterland, the road,“ 
ad with its $2-a-day hotels, its in- 

terurban trolley lines and commis- 
sion-governed municipalities, its eccen- 
tric buyers, its rivalries and tricks of 
salesmanship, and its lure for the stock 
clerk, is portrayed in the firat act of 
“Our Mrs. McChesney,’ the Ferber- 
Hobart play in which Rose Stahl ap- 
peared last night at the Jefferson The- 
ater. 

The play tells an interesting story 
throughout, its dialogue is sparkling, 
and Mrs. McChesney and her associates 
in the petticoat business are enjoyable 
persons to see and hear. But the at- 
mosphere” of the play is almost all in 
the first act. 

Sandusky, O., was chosen by the play’s 
makers as a typical urban center of the 
region where, in Mré. McChesney’s 
words, ‘‘going to bed isn't a social event: 
it's an endurance test.” Traveling men 
in the lobby of the Sloane House—there 
is really a Sloane House in Sandusky— 
sit in tilted chairs, facing the audience, 
and gaze through an imaginary window 
at the busy life of Main street, where, 
a resident proudly infotms them, 15 
automobiles have been known to ‘pass 
in an hour. 

Jack McChesney (it was spelled Jock 
in the book) appears before his mother 
does, and cashes a raised check of his 
mother’s. She learns of this about the 
same time that she learns of Jack's 
marriage to a coarse but good-hearted 
little actress. She covers up his dis- 
honesty, but she tells him that this sort 
of thing is going to stop it I have to 
take you apart like a dollar watch and 
put you together again.“ The rest of 
the play shows the reassembling of Jack 
and the saving of the T. A. Buck Feath- 
erloom Petticoat Co. from financial 
breakers. 4 

The choicest products of T. A. Buck’s 
art never fitted their wearers better than 
Mies Stahl fitted the chief role in this 
play. She was highly successful in por- 
traying the woman who was old enough 
to have a daughter-in-law, yet young 
enough in looks to attract the favoring 
gaze of flirtatious youths; who could ex- 
press herself as racily as Billy Sundar, 
vet who made well-grounded objections 
to the slangy chatter of her son's bride, 
and tnsisted that the girl be put to 
‘school to learn the English language. 
Her costumes, in the first two acts, were 
becoming, though the new petticoat 
which she designed had the aspect of a 
Christmas tree, with most of the gifts in 
position. She did not wear this garment 
herself, but im the third act she wore a 
suit and hat of French rose, which was 
the ultimate shriek in unbecoming garb. 

Among the 35 more or less speaking 
characters, Fat Ed Meyers, played by 
W. H. St. James, showed the most evi- 
dence of having stepped from James 
Montgomery Flagg's drawings in tie 
Emma McChesney books. The part of 
Abel Fromkin, who pursued Mrs. Me- 
Cheaney through the play with a busti- 
ness proposal, was effectively taken by 
A. Romaine Callender; and Edward 
Fielding was likable as T. A. Buck Jr., 
who had Mrs. McChesney as a business 
mentor, and whose proposals were of an- 
other sort. Phillips Tead was the young 
Jack. / 

Much of the dialogue is lifted, with lit- 
tle change, from Edna Ferber's. writings, 
but there is also a considerable trace of 
the ready wit of George V. Hobart, who 
appears to hetter advantage here than in 
his elaborate Experience.“

The poor railroads, whose wails of distress 
have saddened the country for several years, have 
‘cleared only a little over a billion during the past 
year. In round figures, the estimate of net in- 
come reaches 51,098, 000, 000. 

We congratulate the railroad managements 
| that despite all obstacles and the tangled skein of 
combined Federal and State controls, they have 
made these great profits. We admit they have 
suffered hardships due primarily to wasteful con- 
struction and mismanagement in the past and to 
exploitation by high financiers which brought 
upon them the wrath of the people. This popular 
wrath, coupled with an eager desire to undo rail- 
road wrongs, has resulted in some injustice. The 
attempt to unscramble eggs has been a hard expe- 
rience with several railroads. But reorganization 


and readjustment, with a revival of industry and 


commerce, have brought them their full share of 
prosperity. 

Wo do not intend to detract from the practical 
achievements of able railroad managers and oper- 
ators when we say that the organization of rail- 
roads is incomplete and their equipment is far be- 
low the standard. Railroad organization, railroad 


experimental stage. Railroad financing suffers 
from loose control and reckless waste, and rail- 
road equipment fails to meet requirements to such 
an extent that traffic is greatly hampered, busi- 
ness is injured and revenues are curtailed. : 

The greatest and most important task of the 
American people is the solving of railroad prob- 
lems. Regulation must be concentrated, extended 
and harmonized. The first step is complete Fed- 
eral regulation of all railways engaged in inter- 
state traffic. The railroads should have one mas- 
ter. 

The regulation of railroad securities and expend- 
itures is necessary to just relations between the 
public carriers and the public, and to efficient 
operation. 

The perfecting of railroad organization for the 
efficient handling of traffic is an important task. 
We must cease to regard the railroad system of 
the country as disjointed lines constructed for 
local service and regard it as a whole designed to 
serve the country as a whole, as well as all lo- 
calities. The parts must be thoroughly joined to- 
gether in smooth and efficient co-operation. Ad- 
ditional construction and increased equipment 
must be provided for and tieups from arbitrary 
action of either employers or employes guarded 
against. 

We shall never enjoy our full measure of prof- 
itable industrial and commercial activity, nor re- 
alize the vaiue of our resources in capacity and 
wealth, until railroad finances are on a sound 
basis and the railroads are operated at a high 
standard of efficiency, under wise and harmonious 


regulation. 


The new State capitol should be an incentive 
to better legislation and to clean, progressive gov- 
ernment. 

A SACRIFICIAL BEGINNING. 

Now we know what’s the matter with Britain. 
Andrew Bonar Law, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
let it out the other day in the House of Com- 
mons, answering Corporal Hastings B. L. Smith, 
Liberal Member from Northampton, who declared 
that the men at the front, provided fulfillment 
of the empire's honorable obligations could be 
guaranteed, would favor peace efforts.

THE EQUAL TRAZATION TRAIL. 

Descriptions by Post-Dispatch writers tell us of 
a fiscal Wisconsin freea from the worries of mak- 
ing both ends meet, with $3,000,000 a year flow- 
ing automatically into its State university, well 
kept state institutions, $6,000,000 or $7,000,000 in 
general-fund receipts, a good road mileage suffi- 
cient to make seven trails between St. Louis and 
Kansas City. ! 

Illinois’ revenue system even now is no pattern 

for other commonwealths, but 20 years ago bank- 
ruptcy was impending. Chicago was an overgrown 
village, really ruled by the officials of seven dif- 
ferent townslips, over wh the central city 
government had small control aside from that 
exercised by the police and Water and public 
works departments. 
With the tax rate limited by the Constitution 
and city revenue dependent on the tax officials 
of seven townships, each of which was in a race 
to keep its assessments lower than thse of the 
other six, the financial stringency became intoler- 
able. About the time the country was letting con- 
tracts for embalmed beef and preparing to clean 
up in Cuba, a special session at Springfield was 
laboriously perfecting legislation for cutting out 
the taxfixers’ graft, heading off the tax dodgers 
and meeting the imperative demand for more 
revenue. 

There was no limit on tax rates in Michigan, 
and hence no particularly embarrassing revenue 
shortage. But a demand for a betterment as over- 
whelming as any recorded elsewhere arose on ac- 
count of the unequal distribution of the tax bur- 
den geographically and the comparatively negligi- 
ble part placed on wealth and the excessive part 
placed on the cottager. 

The work of reform went on for several years 
and in devising the improved methods forced by 
a public sense of injustice suggestions of large 
value were found in the features of a system, in- 
cluding a State Tax Board, which Indiana had 
subjected to practical test with satisfactory re- 
suits. These features were adopted with modifi- 
cations fancied to be improvements. 

In turn, when Mr. La Follette gained the lead- 
ership in Wisccnsin and inaugurated a beneficial 
work of tax reform, the solution which Michigan 
had so recently found for identical problems were, 
with some improvement, utilized so far as they 
were adapted to Wisconsin local conditions. 

The only difference between Missouri and a con- 
siderable number of other long settled, populous 
states is that the latter, as forms of wealth be- 
came more complex, acted early, the one borrow- 
ing from the experience of the other, while Mis- 
souri delayed until the evils of the old, worn- 
out system were multiplied and cumulated in a 
critical emergency. 

No adverse argument, no effort to arouse suspi- 
cion and distrust, no obstruction of any sort has 
been or will be encountered in this State which 
has not already been encountered in other states 
and triumphantly overcome. It is a well marked, 
long traveled trail. Machine bosses, special in- 
tcrests, unintelligent voters have generally been 
egainst changes looking to equal taxation. 

The one thing to guard against is extemporized, 
superficial reforms. With courage, patience and 
careful study of the problem, Missouri can make 
her solution fundamental and, inasmuch as she 
has waited so long, and has the experience of so 
many others to guide her, can apply it with the 
least possible delay.

‘BLUSHING’? WITH MB. PERKINS. 
The first time the Hon. George W. Perkins re- 
marked, “All ready, now, blush for your Presi- 


dent,” we were inclined to be a trifle uneasy and 


to believe that he might be right. 

But he has been calling on us to blush with 
too little of intervals between in the last few 
months. No well regulated patriot could pos- 
sibly blush for an executive as often as Mr. 
Perkins has said we ought to blush and, indeed, 
has reported that we actually were blushing. 

As nearly as can be gathered from what Mr. 


Perkins has to say, it is because Mr. Wilson has 


expressed a hope officially that Durope might ac- 
commodate its differences and has suggested in 
the language of diplomacy a way in which it 
might be possible to accommodate them. One or 
two phrases in his note are savagely criticised as 
putting all the belligerents on a level. But noth- 
ing is clearer than that if a statement of the 
terms of the two sets could be obtained and com- 
pared they would be found to have many points 
in common. Elimination of these common points 
might leave only a surprisingly small residue of 
contested points to represent the cause for which 
each is fighting. 

When we had a fight on our hands, nations 
with a full understanding the nature of the 
quarrel made repeated su tions of reconcilia- 
tion without causing any blushing on the part of 
their people at home and without subjecting them- 
selves to the charge of butting in, as Mr. Perkins 
says, and of not appreciating the questions at is- 
sue. Neither Paris nor Berlin sees any reason 
why we should blush. 

And not the slightest reason exists for any 
“flush of shame” in the United States. Like 
some of the things which Mr. Perkins declared 
during the campaign had caused our cup of 
humiliation to overflow and given unanswerable 
reason for Mr. Wilson's rejection at the polls, this 
representative expression of the neutral wofld’s 
2 for the return of peace may be suspected 
of being a source of particular national pride and 
a subject of almost unqualified national approval.

As more and 
more comparative statistics come forth, we see clearer 
that the. eight-hour man’s producing capacity is far 
beyond that of the ten-hour man. Both psychology 
and physiology enter into the question, and they don’t 
leave very much to be said for ten hours.“

Catching Cold. 


VE of the most common discom- 
O forts of winter is catching cold. 

Everybody is afflicted in this 
way occasionally’ and many people are 
more or less constant sufferers during 
the cold weather, for though a cold is 
now considered to be & germ disease 
there is no doubt that exposure to se- 
vere temperature makes us more sus- 
ceptible to its attacks. There are no 
colds at all in the frozen North, as 
Arctic explorers all testify, because no 
germ can live in that frigid clime. — 
A cold that does not readily yield to 
simple remedies should never be allowed 
to hang on for weeks, for it will cer- 
tainly deplete the bodily resistance very 
materially and leave one an easy prey 


‘to pneumonia or any other disease that 


happens to be prevalent. When vou get 
a cold of this sort, by all means consult 
a doctor, so that you can take the 
treatment that will promptly rid you of 
it and obviate all the ill éffects that it 
often leaves in its train. 
When a cold first comes on it can 
often be greatly relieved and some- 
times entirely cured by taking a dose of 
castor oil on retiring and eating light- 
ly, but drinking a great deal of water 
the next day. The theory of this is that 
by eliminating all the poisons from the 
system nature is given a chance to 
overcome the cold germ, which she usu- 
ally does in short order. 
The old-fashioned treatment of the 
hot water and mustard foot bath and 
the glass of steaming whisky punch, 
given just before the patient is put to 
bed an@ covered warmly, works very 
well with some people. The air pas- 
sages of the nose and head are relieved 
from congestion by the foot bath and 
the hot whisky makes the patient per- 
spire, which relieves the incipient fever 
and promotes the comfort of the suf- 
ferer. When there is a severe cold in 
the head, perhaps combined with a sore 
throat, the simplest and most effica- 
clous treatment is to spray the nostrils 
with a solution made from half a tea- 
spoonful of salt and one-half teaspoon- 
ful of bicarbonate of soda (cooking 
soda), mixed together and dissolved in 
a glass of warm water. The same so- 
lution should also be used as a gargle. 
Never spray the nose just before going 
gut into the open air, as this makes 
one liable to take fresh cold. The best 
time to use the spray is the last thing 
at night, on arising in the morning, or 
when one is to remain indoors at least 
an hour. 
Cold, especially in a young child, 
should never be considered of little 
account and therefore neglected, for the 
possibilities of complications are very 
great, such as inflammation of the mid- 
die ear, broncho pneumonia, severe at- 
tacks of croup, etc. | 

The person who has a tendency to 
colds in the head, sore throat or bron- 
ehitis will find a daily sponging of the 
face, neck and chest with cold water in 
which salt has been dissolved to about 
the proportions of a tablespoonful to a 
washbowl of water an excellent means 
of warding off such attacks. 
Remember that all kinds of colds are 
contagious, so never under any circum- 
stances kiss anybody, either child or 
adult, who has a cold, and do not get 
any nearer them than you can help.
